RUSSIA'S SECRET SERVICE.

Some Outeroppings of Its Presence
in This Country in Past Years.

From the Now Orleand TimesDimoorat

“The Russian secret pollce have al-
ways been populur stock characters
in sensational novels,” said "R man

who generally knows what he s talk-

ing about, “but, of course, the aver-
age reader has  his private doubta
about such people really  existing.
That, et me inform you, is where the
average reader §is mistaken. During
the relgn of the present caar things
have been pretty guiet In Russia; but
bitfore that time, when Nihilism was
rampant and refugees were coming
here by the shipload, the Imperial
government had a small army of aples
all over the world to keep track of
the movements of exiled revolution-
ary leaders. It was thelr business to
Ingratiate themselves with the sus-
pects, pretend sympathy with the
cause and poast up officluls n= to any
mischief that mlght e hatchling
abroad. Plenty of that exciting work
his gone on rvight under our noses in
thig very clty

“A number of vears agn, to clte
& case in point which ean't harm any-
body at present, T made the acqunint-
ance of a little Russipn watechmaker
who lved on Bourbon streot and was
n wrkably well educated and in-
terestin How, We meet 8o moany
well-aducated cigners, however, In
i1l kinda of st 1 never sus
pected that there was anything out
of the commonplace in this man's his.
tory unll one day, when we wers
tnking dinner together, he suddenly
burst into tears. 1T wa veEtonlshed,
and he told me, In much agitation,
that the day wag the wnniversnry of
the denth of his brother and that he
had been trying In valn all morning
to control himself, The brother was
hangad at St. Petersburg  for ocom-
plicity In the presgesination of Lhe
czar. Once the lee was broken, ithe
Hitle man made me t
confidant, and I &

gentleman of wealth, but, like most

He was
nit & member of the order, but he
professed warm sympathy for It ana
was gradually accepted A% L Ccoms
rivde by the others., [ used to hear a
great deal about him from the little

watchmaker, who was naturally gen-

erous anil un=usplcious and had been
Impressed by his zeal and enthusinsm,
That sort of thing went on for four
or five months. Then one night, my
friend the Nihilist ¢came to me in great

exclitement and told me the new re-
cruft was a Russlan spy. [ couldn't
belleve 1t! It sounded too melodramat-
1, but he showed me a letter that
was convinecing, It came from a re-
Hable correspondent in Geérmany, In=
closed the fellow’s phaotograph and
gave RKis complete record, He was a
secret agent of some note, Luckily
he hadn’t been taken into full confls
dence, 80 he had learned nothing
worth telling, and while the others
were debating what to do with him,
he puddenly took the alarm and de-
campad between suns. Hid he re-
muained, he would undoubtedly have
met with an aceldent, and I supposa
I would have been an accessory he-
fore the fact. That was one case that
came under my personal obhservation.
On another oceasion a Russian spy

came here to Jocates o couple of Nihil-
Ists whd had been Journallsts In St
Peteraburg. He found one of them
working in a shoe shop, disclosed hils

Identity frankly and told the refugee
to be perfectly tranqull,. He sald he
was sending In fake reports to the
government, simply to gl expensa
money and proposed that they work
up @& big Nihilist scare and divide
what they could sques out of the
gecret service buread, The proposition
wius politely declined, 1 saw the fels
low's papers and credentinls myself;
they were undoubtedly genulne.

“The expense of maintalning such o

sapryice must hive béen enormous, and
since New Orleans wos so  clogely
watched, one can imagine the elnbors
ate esolonage that was no  doubt
maintained in some of the northern
cltiesa which have Jarge Russian eol-
onles. There were very fow traltors
among the Nlhilists themselves, ana
during my acquaintance with the loeal
group I knew of but one Instance of
that kind. It had most dramatio
denovement, A man who had betrayved
several of his  comrades in Hus=in
cnme to this wintry for satety, and,
If 1 remember vightly, fivgl settled in
Mobile His presence was Known to
the brotherhood. which simply Ignored
him, and, a8 0 matter of fact, he was
